The 
people are the Government—not the 
duly elected and appointed officials! 

These officials, from the President 

down, are elected and appointed under 

the Constitution to carry out, legally 
and Constitutionally, the laws of the 
people and States—not the dictates of - 
any Federal agency—from the White 

House down! Every democracy in his- 

tery has failed miserably! We are a 

Republic. Let’s keep the U.S.A. a Re- 

public—not a Democracy! Our Found- 

ing Fathers made that plain—they said 
it was a Republic, if we could keep it! 

Lets prove that we can keep it! 

KOREA? 

“They wouldn’t let us win,” General 
Stratemeyer emphasized, and levels his own 
indictment at the White House, United 
Nations, State Department, and other Gov- 
ernmental agencies.

- THE CONSTITUTION? 4 
“Article VI, Paragraph 2, of the U.S. 

Constitution states, ‘This Constitution, 

and the Laws of the United States which 
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shall be made in pursuance thereof 
(within the framework of the Consti- 
tution); and all treaties made, or which 
shall be made, under the authority of 
the United States, shall be the supreme 
Law of the Land; and the judges in 
every State shall be bound thereby, 
anything in the Constitution or Laws 
of any State to the contrary notwith- 
standing.’ ” 

(1). “Fhe United States thus, in my 
opinion, has no authority not granted 
the Federal Government ‘within the 
framework of the Constitution’; there- 
fore the Supreme Court cannot make 
and/or order a court decision outside 
the Constitution’s limit—not without 
violating their oath to uphold and . de- 
fend the Constitution from all enemies, 
foreign and domestic. £ 

(2). Neither the States nor the Federal 
Government agencies have any legal 
authority whatsoever to pass Laws, or 
to uphold and enforce Laws not made 
within the framework of the U. S. Con- 
stitution. Thus, in my opinion, the Su- 
preme Court’s decisions are illegal, un- 
constitutional, and unlawful; and, as we 
have a Government of the People, by 
the People, and for the People, we the 
People have the Constitutional author- 
ity to reject all Laws not made within 
the Constitution’s limits—the Supreme 
Court and all Government agencies to 
the contrary notwithstanding!”
